COCONUT K1N6 GIVES 
$2,500,000 FOR HUMANITY 


Plans to Train Youths and Start Them 
in Business—Gives to 
Emp loyees. 


New York.—Leop old Schep p , known 
as the “coconut king,” has set aside 
$2,500,000 of his fortune to carry out 
p hilanthrop ic p lans for the “better­ 
ment of humanity,” it became known 
1 here. 
Part of his fortune will be used 
to establish a foundation for the ben­ 
efit of worthy boys of New York, he 
announced. 
Mr. Schep p recently distributed $22, 
000 to the emp loyees of his firm. Ttie 
i emp loyees, old and young, received 
gifts of from $500 to $1.000 each. Two 
1 years ago he made a similar distribu­ 
tion of $110,000. 
He subsequently es- 
I tablished a p ension system by which 
the beneficiaries, including servants 
in 
his 
home, 
receive 
monthly 
checks 
which aggregate thousands of dollars. 
He p lans, by his foundation for the 
benefit of boys in New York, to launch 
youths in a life of usefulness, if they 
p rove worthy after a p robation oMwo 
years. 
Youths between the ages of 
thirteen and six teen years, of what­ 
ever creed or nationality, will be eli­ 
gible. 
Each will he required to sign 
a p ledge for two years, which will 
Include 
abstinence from liquor. 
If 
the youth lives up to his p ledge, he 
will receive $200 and he started In 
any business or calling that lie selects. 
The foundation will be governed by 
a group of directors 
“I ex p ect to get these boys," said 
Mr. Schep p , “by writing to the min­ 
isters of churches and Sunday school 
sup erintendents. 
It will be an associ­ 
ation of endeavorers. They must be of 
good health, p hysically and mentally, 
so as to grow into the best kind of 
young men. 
It will he nonsectarian. 
“I hop e to set an ex amp le for other 
emp loyers and cap italists who may 
wish to do something with their sur­ 
p lus money before they die and while 
they can better judge where it will 
do most good. 
I wish that 1 had 
started the work long ago.” 
He said p lans for establishment of 
the foundation now are in the bands 
of his lawyers.

$2,500,000 FOR HUMANITY 


Plan* to Train Youths and Start Them 


In Business— Gives to 
Employees. 


New York.—Leopold Schepp, known 
as the “coconut king," has set aside 
$2,500,000 of his fortune to carry out 
philanthropic plans for the “better­ 
ment of humanity,” It became known 
tiere. Part of his fortune will be used 
to establish a foundation for the ben­ 
efit of worthy boys of New York, be 
announced. 
Mr. Schepp recently distributed $22, 
OOO to the employees of his firm. The 
employees, old and young, received 
gifts of from $500 to $1,000 each. Two 
years ago he made a similar distribu­ 
tion of $110,000. 
He subsequently es- 
l tablished a pension system by which 
the beneficiaries, including servants In 
his 
home, 
receive 
monthly 
checks 
which aggregate thousands of dollars. 
He plans, by his foundation for the 
benefit of boys In New York, to launch 
youths in a life of usefulness, lf they 
prove worthy after a probation oMwo 
years. 
Youths between the ages of 
thirteen and sixteen years, of what­ 
ever creed or nationality, will be eli­ 
gible. 
Each will he required to sign 
a pledge for two years, which will 
Include abstinence from liquor. 
If 
the youth lives tip to his pledge, he 
will receive $200 and be started In 
any business or calling that he selects. 
The foundation will be governed by 
a group of directors. 
“I expect to get these boys,” said 
Mr. Schepp, “by writing to the min­ 
isters of churches and Sunday school 
superintendents, 
It will be an associ­ 
ation of endeavours. They must be of 
good health, physically and mentally, 
so as to grow into the best kind of 
young men. 
It will be nonsectarian. 
“I hope to set an example for other 
employers and capitalists who may 
wish to do something with their sur­ 
plus money before they die and while 
they can better judge where it will 
do most good. 
I wish that I had 
started the work long ago.” 
He said plans for establishment of 
the foundation now are in the hands 
of his lawyers.
